MlelilgntiM Govumor Tolls Ho.r lie Waulil

Governor Pingree recently delivered 


an address to 1,500 delegates to the an- 
nual meeting of the State Teachers' As- 
sociation at Lansing, Michigan. Ha de- 
clared himself in favor of a political edu- 
cation for the average boy, and urged 
that when the boy studies the rise and 
fall of the Kuman empire he shall learn

The Governor declared that every boy 


should strive lo become a politician, as 
all must help govern in a republic if they 
wish good government and incorruptible 
oflicials.

There are, of course, honor- 
able men in the ranks of the pension at- 
torneys who would not be concerned in 
a questionable transactiou. lint there 
are many others who, according to Mr. 
Evans, do not hesitate to engage in 
sharp practices, and upon this class the 
commissioner of pensions pours the vials 
of his wrath. Shrewd and unscrupulous 
pension attorneys can outwit the govern- 
ment examiners and get pensions for 
claimants who are absolutely unworthy. 
Mr. Evana attributes to them the abnor- 
mal growth of the pension list iu the 
past few years. The fee which the gov- 
ernment permita the attorney to exact 
from the pensioner is the incentive fo 
the attorney's pernicious activity, 
well as the motive for practices whic 
closely border upon fraud, 
Under thei 


adroit manipulation the rankest impos 
tors are transformed into deserving vet 
erans aud enabled to fatten upon th 
bounty of a generous government. Th 
commissioner is so thoroughly impressec 
with the necessity of reforming th. 
Abuses which can be traced to unprinci 
pled pension attorneys that he has direct 
ed the special examiners of his depart 
ment to exercise the closest vigilance in 
the future. 


According to Mr. Evans, a pension at 


torney of the class which he would pro 
scribe can convert a robust man, who 
never saw the flash of a gun in battle or 
got out of sight of the village in which 
he enlisted, into a war-worn veteran en 
titled to all that a grateful country shoulc 
give to those who served it in the times 
of greatest peril. This attorney is enter 
prising and generally an effective adver- 
tiser.

All articles now dutiable by the la« 


sent to relieve the suffering will be admit 
ted at Havana free of duty. The most 
acute distress prevails throughout the isl- 
and. 
Many of the inhabitants have died 


of hunger and thousands are in danger of 
stai vatiou. 


Whereas, a goodly uuiuber of the citi- 


zens of the Commonwealth have called 
upon the Executive to unite in an effective 
movement throughout the State for Ihe 
gathering of such articles of relief as ma y 
come in response to this cry for bread ; 


Xow, therefore, I, Daniel H. Hastings, 


Governor o! the said Commonwealth, do 
issue this, my proclamation, calling upon 
the people of the Commonwealth to come 
to the relief of the destitute inhabiiimls of 
Cuba according to their respective inclina- 
tions and well-known philanthropy, aud 
as God has prospered them.

THE WHEAT SITUATION. 


The Xew York Journal of Commerce 


and 
Commercial Bulletin has been 


carefully gatUerinz data on the amount 
of wheat on hand in the country. Final 
returns make the area of winter wueat 
28 663.000 acres, as compared with 23,- 
9110,000 acres harvested last year, an in- 
crease ot 11 per cent. 


The increase in California, Oregon and 


Washington, is 4 5 per cent., the approx- 
imate acreage being 3 969 000 acres. 
There has been a material increase in 
wheat seeding in the Southern states, 
due to the low price of cotton. The in- 
creases are: North Carolina, 15; Ala- 
bama, 1" ; Mississippi, 22; Louisiana, 20; 
Texas, 19 ; Arkansas, 22 ; Tennessee, 2>>, 
and Kentucky, 16 per cent. In the moie 
important wheat-producing states north 
and west the acreage has been increased 
about 40 per cent, 


The present estimated supply of wheat 


in all positions is 315 000 000 bushels. 
The domestic requirements for bread to 
next July are 150,000,000 bushels, and 
for spri'JK seertiug, say, 20.000 000 more 
—in all 170,000,000, leaving a surplus for 
export during the ensuing six mouths 
and for home reserve at the end of June 
of 145 000.000 bushels. 


The good prices obtained for wheat 


the past year compared with those pre- 
vailing the several years past, has led to 
the large increase of the acreage for the 
present year. This will he all right for 
the farmer if the crops of other countries 
do not piove to be unprecedently large 
this year. In the event of big crops in 
A.igentij!i and llussia, and large crops 
here, wi'h the increased acreage, a drop 
in the price might follow. Hut if the 
crops are not so large in other countries 
and present pricen Criii be mHint.uned the 
vear will tie a protitablo ooe for the 
American farmer.

of a House bill to provide for the adjuca- 
tion and payment of damages sustained by 
citizens of the United States in the border 
counties of York, Adams, Cumberland, 
Franklin, Fulton, Bedford, Somerset, and 
Perry, in the State of Pennsylvania, from 
Union and Confederate troops during the 
late war of the rebellion : 


Be it enacted bij the. Small' and Hnune a$ 


Heprcae-nlul mes of the United States of Amer- 
ica in CuiiyrMs axsernblt'd, That in addition 
to the jurisdiction which now is, or may 
hereafter be, conferred upon the Court of 
Claims, said court shall have and possess 
jurisdiction and authority to inquire into 
and finally adjudicate, in the roann»r pro 
vided in this Act, all damages and claims 
of the following classes, namely: 


First. All damages and claims for prop- 


erty of citizens of the United Slates taken 
or destroyed by the Confederate troops in 
their several invasions into the border 
counties of York, Adams, Cumberland, 
Franklin, Fulton, Bedford, Somerset, and 
Perry, in tbe State of Pennsylvania, during 
the late war, in the years eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
three, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
and eighteen hundred and sixty-five. 


Second. 
Such jurisdiction shall also ex- 


tend to all claims of citiaens of the United 
State's for property taken or destroyed in 
said counties by Union troops during the 
late war, in the years eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, eighteen hundred and six- 
ty-two, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, 
eighteen hundred and aixty-four, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five. 


Third. AH just offsets and counter- 


claims to any claim of either of the pre- 
ceding classes which mav be before such 
iourt for determination, and no claim 
shall be allowed or judgment entered iu 
favor of claimant if the original holder of 
claim was disloyal. 


SEC. 2. That all questions of limitations

The San Jose Scale. 


READ BEFORE THE 
FARMERS 
MEETING BY 


C. L. LOXGSDORF, JASCARY S, 1S9S. 


In common with all tue armored scales, 


the life round of this insect, with tlie ex- 
ception of a few hours of active larval ex- 
istence, and an equally brief winged ex- 
istence in the case of the nature male, is 
passed under the protection of a waxy 
scale. This scale covering conceals the 
real insect beneath and prevents any easy 
observation or study of its life history. 


The winter is passed by the nearly full- 


grown insects under the protection of the 
scale. Early in April in this latitude the 
hibernating males emerge, and by the 
middle of May the overwintered females 
mature and begin to give birth to a new 
generation, continuing to produce young 
for a period of upward of six weeks, when 
tliey reach the limit of production of 
young and perish. 


The aduli, female gives birth i mmedi 


ately to living young, differing in this re- 
spect from .nost scale insects. Ordinarily 
eggs are deposited beneath the scale, 
which in the course of a longer or shorter 
time hatch, and the young laivae make 
their escape and migrate to different 
parts of the plant. In the case of some 
scale insects the female fills its scale with 
eggs in the fall and perishes, the eggs win- 
tering over and hatching the following 
spring. In others the insect hibernates 
in the nearly mature condition, as does 
the San Jose Scale, and deposits eggs in i 
the spring or early summer. In the case 
of the San Jose Scale the eggs are fairly 
well formed, a few at a time, within the 
body of the mother. What takes the 
"place of the eggshell consists of a very 
delicate and thin membrane (the amnion) 
which encloses the developing larvae and 
which at the moment of birth is cast off, 
and remains attached to or partly within 
the oviduct. The membrane (amnion) is 
probably pushed out by the next larvae 
in turn. The difference between this 
mode of birth and the ordinary method 
through the medium of true eggs is sim- 
ply that what corresponds with the egg is 
retained by the female until the larva is 
developed, instead of development of the 
larva progressing after the egg leaves the 
parent. The emergency of the young 
from the female over a period of six 
weeks leads to a very confusing inter- 
mingling of generations and renders it 
difficult to make observations on tlie life 
history except by isolating and watching 
individuals. 


After being expelled the larva remains 


motionless for a little while, but soon 
hardens enough to run about, and forcing 
its way out from beneath the protecting 
scale of its mother, scurries over the plant 
to find a suitable place to settle. 


After crawling about for a. few hours, 


the young latva settles down and slowly 
works its long bristle-like sucking beak 
through the bark, folds its legs beneath 
its body and contracts to a nearly circular 
form. The male and female scales are ex- 
actly similar in size, color, and shape un- 
til after the first molt, which occurs 
twelve days <ifter the emergency of the 
larva. 
M'itli this molt, however, the in- 


sects beneath the scale loose all resem- 
blance to each other. The males are 
rather larger than the females, and have 
large purple eyes, while tlie females have 
lost thtir eyes entirely. The legs and 
antennae have disappeared in both sexes. 


The males are elongate and pyriform, 


while the females are almost circular, 
amounting pi actically to a flattened sac 
with indistinct, segmentation, and with- 
out organs except a long sucking bristle 
springing from near the center beneath. 
The color -jt both sexes is light lemon 
yellow. The scales at this time have n 
decidedly grayish tint, overcast some- 
what with yellow. 


Eighteen days from birth tlie males 


change to the first pnpal condition, and 
assume an elongate oval, sometimes 
slightly curved shape, characteristic of 
the sex. 
The female undergoes a second 


molt about twenty days from the larva. 
At each molt the old skin splits around 
the edge of the body the upper half ad- 
hering to the covering scale and the 
lower forming a sort of a ventral scale

the females has an important bearing o 
the question of remedies, and the ol 
washes, \vhich aimed, at the desfcructioi 
of the young as soon aa they emergec 
from tlie females, are rendered almos 
valueless because, to make them effective 
it is necessary to repeat them many time 
during the period of six iveeks. 


Within two or three days after hatch 


ing the yonng larvae will havo formed a 
scale \vhich will be impervious to these 
weaker washes. 


The young insects do not ordinaril 


travel far from the parent, and usual); 
rest within a few inches of the old scale 
or at the liist available point. They \vil 
not, so far as observed, travel Ear from the 
base of the tree, and in the potted trees 
none were observed to go more than two 
inches: from the base of the trunk. 


next to the bark. This form of molting 
is common to scales of this kind. 


The effect of the sucking of the insect is 


now quite apparent on the young growth, 
causing the bark to assume a purplish 
hue for some distance around the central 
portion, contrasting strongly with the 
natural reddish green of the uninjured 
bark. 
AVith the second molt the females 


do not change materially from their. 1'or- 
iner appearance, retaining the pale yellow 
color with a number of transparent spots 
around the edge of the body. The suck- 
ing bristles are very long, two or three 
times the lengtl. of the body of the in- 
eect. 


About twenty days after birth the male 


insect transforms to the true pupa. From 
fonr to six days later, or from twenty-four 
to twenty-six days from birth, the males 
mature and back out from the rear end of 
their scales, having previously, for a day 
or two, remained practically developed, 
but resting under the scale. They seem 
to issue chiefly at night or in the evening. 
At this stage the mature male appears as 
a two winged fly-like insect with long 
feelers and a single anal style projecting 
from the end of the body; orange in color, 
with a faintly dusky shade. 


Thirty days from birth the females are 


full grown and the embryonic young mav 
be seen within their bodies, each enclosed 
in a delicate membrane. At from thirty- 
three to forty days the larva again begin 
to make their appearance. 
The adult 


female, prior to the development of the 
young, measures one millimeter in length 
and a little less in breadth, and is pale 
yellow with transparent spots near the 
margin of the body. 


Successive generations are 
followed 


carefully throughout the summer, and it 
was found that at Washington four full 
generations are regulary developed, with 
the possibility of a partial fifth genera- 
tion. 


On a number of potted trees a single 


overwintered female was left to each tree. 
After th full progeny of this individual 
had gone out over the tree, all were re- 
moved again, except one of the oldest 
and fertilized females. This method was 
continued for each generation throughout 
the breeding season. A carefully prepared 
table, obtained by thu forgone system, 
shows the average production of a single 
overwintered female scale to be 400, 
which carried out through the entire 
breeding season gives us the enormous 
number of 8,216,080,400 descendents in 
a single season. 


It is not to be expected, of course, that 


all the individuals from a scale survive 
and perform their functions in life, but 
under favorable conditions, or in the case 
of a newly infested tree, or one not heav- 
lily encrusted, the vast majority undoubt- 
jedly go through their existence without 
accident. 
Neither the rapidity with 


which trcai become infested nor the fatal 
effect which «o early follows the appear- 
jwoe of thu scale is therefore to be won- 
,3ered at. 


The gradual production of the yonng by 


The San Jose scale, as already stated 


occurs on all parts of the plant, limbs, 
leaves, and fruit. As the plant becomes 
badly infested the scales lie very close to- 
gether on the limbs, frequently overlap- 
ping sometimes \vithfovcral young ones 
clustering over the surface of an old ma- 
ture scale. Tho general appeaiance which 
they present is of a grayiah, very slightly 
roughened, scurfy deposit. The natural 
rich red color of the young limbs of the 
peach, pear, and apple is quite obscured 
when the trees aie thickly infested,.and 
they have then every appearance of being 
coated with ashes. When the scales are 
crushed by scraping, a yellowish oily 
liquid \\~\\\ appear, resulting from the 
nnishing of the boft yellow insects beueatl 
the scak'. Examined under a hand lens 
during the summer nuraburs of the little 
orange colored larvae will be seen run- 
ning about, and the snowy white young 
scales will be interspersed with old brown 
or bl ickotied mature ones. Very fre- 
quently tbe scale 1ms the marked ten- 
dency to infest the extremities of the 
brutichefi and twigs. This is particularly 
noticeable with pear. 
As usually found 


on peach, the scale is massed often more 
densely on the older growth, and works 
out more slowly toward the new wood. 


The leaves are much less apt to bear 


scales, but in severe cases the upper sur- 
face particularly becomes infested, the 
scales frequently ranging in two or more 
quite regular rows on either side of the 
midrib. The male scales are more nu- 
merous on the leaves than the females. 
The infested leaves turn purplish, brown. 


The Sun Jose &cale was formerly sup- 


posed to differ Irorn all others in the 
peculiar reddening effect which it pro- 
duces upon the skin of the fruit and of 
tender cw:gs. This, however, sometimes 
occuts with other scales, but is a particu- 
larly characteristic feature oE this insect, 
and rendeis it easy to distinguish. The 
encircling band of reddish discoloratio 
around the margin of each temale scale is 
very noticeable on fruit, especially pears.

This appearance, however, sometimes so 
closely resembles the small spots on fiuit, 
produced by a common fungus, as to re- 
quire close examination with a lens to 
distinguish it. Fruit severely attacked 
becomes distorted, rough, and pitted, fre- 
quently cracking, and may eventually fal 
prematurely or at least become unmarket- 
able. 


The cambium layer of young twigs 


where the scales are massed together is 
usually stained deep red or purplish, and 
\\hen the scale ia only scattering present 
the distinctive purplish ring surrounding 
each, is almost as noticeable on youiij 
t vugs as on fruit, and is of the greatest 
service facilitating the inspection of trees 
which have been subject to possible con- 
tagion. The almost microscopic yonng 
scale might easily elude the trust careful 
search, but the sti iking . circling ring 
makes them comparatively conspicuous 
objects without the aid 01 a glass. 


If the tree survives the attack the in- 


fested svood eventually becomes knotty 
and irregular, partly from the sapping of 
the juices by the insect and also without 
doubt largely from the poisoning of the 
sap of the cambium layer by the punc- 
tures of the insect, as indicated by the 
discoloration. 
Young peach trees will or- 


dinarily survive the scale only two or 
three years. Pears are sometimes killed 
outright, but generally maintain a feeble, 
sickly existence, making little or no 
growth for a somewhat longci period.

CATTIE-FEEDISTG 


IN PENNSYLVANIA 


D. P. FORNEY, OF CONOWAGO TOWN

COUNTRY GENTiKMAN: 


Tlie first question asked, after the 


weather probabilities are settled, when 
two farmers here meet each other at this 
season, is "Have you bought yonr cattle 
yet?" 


This is a cattle-feeding section, perhaps 


the largest, for a Riven area, in the 
United States. There are about 350 
carloads of fat cattle shipped from Han- 
over alone every spring. Tlie price of 
fat cattle at selling time, affocta business 
of every kind to a certain extent. Hence 
the general interest taken in it. The 
business of feeding for many years baa 
not been in a satisfactory condition, for 
the reason that cattle are nearly always 
too high in the fall when bought. Thia 
Is caused by the unusual demand when 
everybody wants to buy, which enables 
dealers to put up the price, and in the 
spring the unusual supply, when every- 
body wuuts to sell, brings the price 
down. Feeders here are now paying 
from $3 50, for light cattle, up to $4 62 
per hundred for cattle weighing over 
1,200 Ibs. This fact, however, has not, 
ra yet, driven farmers here out of the 
business, but on the contrary it is on the 
increase. So ingrained is the love of 
manure in the Pennsylvania Dutchman 
that he will sacrifice even himaelf for the 
sake of retaining it on the farm, Ma- 
nure must be made, no matter what tbe 
cattle sell for. There seems now to be a 
better prospect for the business. 


If cattle in this country once really be- 


come scarce and high, it must be a long 
.time before they will again be plentiful, 
,«)d the period must be close at hand 
when cattle-raising in the Eaat will be- 
come profitable. 
Indeed this is the 


change which seems to be coming. East- 
ern farmers must raise their own cattle 


Some of tbe changes going on in the 


business, looking to improvement, are 
worthy of note. The universal custom 
among feeders here is to tie up the cattle 
in stalls with chains; lately some men 
have tried dishorning and turning them 
in loose with success. One man, who 
put extra weight on his cattle, left the 
stalls in bis stable, turned the cattle out 
every time lie fed them, then put the 
feed in the troughs aud let the cattle iu. 
By this plan they did not drive each other 
away from their feed, and when done 
eating, would back out and lie down. 
The result was an extraordinary gain in 
weight. 


The balanced ration is also making 


commendable progress among feeders. 
It was at first thought bran was only 
good to start cattle on, but now many of 
tbe best feeders mix it with corn all tbe 


jj^7e way through, and think there is economy 


Ia it. Linseed meal, gluten meal and all j 
the Carious by-products are being intro- 
duced and gradually getting into favor. 
Corn, of course, ia always tbe great re- 
reliance, aurt it is still aa undecided ques- 
tion, whether, alt things considered, it 
alone is riot the cheapest food. 


Ensilage is making no progress among 


cattle feeders here, and not much among 
dairymen. Notwithstanding all said in 
its favor, our German farmers will not 
take to it. "It's sour and it stinks," and 
that condemns it; and who will prove 
them wrong ? For correct observation 


j in agricultural matters I put the Penn- 


sylvania Dutchman above everybody 
flse. There ought to b& no doubt that 
tbe entire destruction of the flavor and 
aroma of any feed is an injury to il and 
its preservation a benefit. Nature seems 
to have put it there as a grateful stimu- 
lant, not only to the membrane o£ the 
nostrils and palate, but to that of the 
stomach also. Its retention in hay is a 
good thing, and in corn it ought to be 
i qually good. At tbis point let me say. 
after more tban SO years' experience in 
tbe feeding of farm animals, that every 
year is strengthening the conviction that 
all sorts of by-products and manufactnr- 
ed foods are inferior to natural ones. I 
will not except even linseed meal in tbis 
statement. Nature knows best bow to 
compound, adapt and preserve. Mean- 
while tbe ensilage- movement has done 
gieat good in directing attention to a 
better preservation of the corn crop and 
tbe economical feeding of it. Tbe great- 
est expense and loss is in the husking 
and ftiindingof it. We hear something 
just now of. raising corn for six cents per 
bushel, but nowhere in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, can it be husked and ground for 
cattle food for much less than ten centa 
pei bushel, that is more tban one-fourth 
of the crop. Ensilage saves tbis, aud its 
saving is an important item to tbe feeder. 


In rny own experience, as I have a herd 


of twenty cows to feed, it is working 
itaalf out this way: I cut the corn as 
soon as it is ripe enough to cut—that is, 
when the husks begin to turn dry—haul 
to tbe barn on a long sled, and cut it, 
ears and all, on a strong fodder cutter, 
aud, with ground oata mixed with it, 
feed to the cows. The corn for fall and 
winter use is cut at the same time and

set up closely on both sides of a post- 
and-rail fence, and from there sledded to 
the barn and cut as needed.

The cost of the 
sheds is not as great aa that of the silo, 
and some of the most carefully conduct- 
ed experiments in cattle-feeding I ever 
made indicated that steers will gain more 
weight on whole corn, properly cut for 
them, than they will on ground.
